Harbour line revival 


hopes hit the buffers 


THE campaign to revive 
Weymouth’s disused 
Harbour Branch Line 
has suffered a poten¬ 
tially fatal blow after 
councillors agreed with 
a recommendation to 
put the track perma¬ 
nently out of use. 

The Weymouth and 
Portland Borough 
Council's Management 
Committee, responding 
to a primary consulta¬ 
tion request from Net¬ 
work Rail, agreed that it 
had “no aspiration to 
run train or tram serv¬ 
ices on the Harbour 
Branch Line” and was 
therefore “supportive in 
principle of its closure”. 

There have been 
safety concerns over the 
rails which have been 
blamed for several acci¬ 
dents. However, cam¬ 
paigners argued that 
only a few repairs 
would be needed to 
reintroduce trains 


through the town, creat¬ 
ing potentially prof¬ 
itable tourist attraction. 

The line runs for a 
mile and a quarter from 
Weymouth train station 
to the ferry terminal and 
was opened in 1865. 
Aside from a couple of 
special events in the 
1990s, the Harbour 
Branch Line hasn't been 
properly used since 
1987. 

Heritage campaigners 
have been calling for it 
to be reinstated for some 
time, pointing out that it 
is the last mainline street 
tramway left in Britain. 
However, the council 
says no viable business 
plan has been produced. 

The latest attempt to 
breathe new life into the 
old lines was started by 
14-year-old James 
Newall from Portland. 
He set up the Weymouth 
Quay Heritage Cam¬ 
paign last year and his 


petition has received 
more than two thousand 
signatures. 

Writing on the Cam¬ 
paign’s Lacebook page 
James said: “I will not 


give up. I have built up 
this campaign too far 
just to let it go. I will try 
my hardest, with my 
colleagues, to get the 
trains back, or at least, 


[prevent] the rails from 
being ripped up. We 
can't lose this asset to 
the town as it is what 
makes Weymouth, Wey¬ 
mouth. 



“The British Rail serv¬ 
ices won’t come back, 
but hopefully a small rail 
service bringing tourists 
back to Weymouth. 
Even if the rails get left 
there and filled in, we 
must do anything as 
[scrapping them] is not 
an option.” 

The matter will now 
return to Network Rail 
who are responsible for 
making the final deci¬ 
sion on the fate of the 
tracks.”

BERNARDO has become a well-known 
name in and around Dorchester, regularly 
entertaining with his guitar at a town cen¬ 
tre restaurant. 

He has been in Dorchester for several 
years, and has previously lived in Canada 
where he and his late wife, a playwright, 
often worked together on artistic projects. 


• YOU are known as Bernardo - what is your 
real name? 

Bernard Alan Aaron. I was born in Newcastle-on- 
Tyne but my grandparents were Russian and I've 
lived for more than 16 years in Canada. I studied 
guitar at Newcastle, London, and then Toronto 
at the Royal Conservatory of Music. I emigrated 
there in 1967. 

• HOW long have you been living in Dorset? 

I've been in Dorchester for over three years now, 
moving in July 2012. We went initially to 
Bournemouth in 2010. We came to area because 
my wife's daughter lived at Charlton Down. 

My wife was a playwright and poet and we 
worked together on several projects, including 
many for children's television in Canada and the 
stage. 

While we were in Canada I was also teaching 
guitar, sometimes up to eight classes in a week, 
and often at the weekend as well. 

• HAVE any of your works been published? 

Yes, several. I have had pieces published in Clas¬ 
sical Guitar and Guitar International , a Unicef 
Lullaby. Amongst them was a seven-page work 
"Sueno Espanol"in Guitar International back in 
1989. There have been many other pieces. 

Not all of them were published, including a 19- 
page piece, based on the surrender of Granada, 
Spain in 1492, after 780 years of Moorish Rule - 
the first movement, featured in the ballet 
'Mightier than the Sword.' 

• CAN you play in different styles? 

Yes, almost any, including English pieces. I've 
published variations on Greensleeves and 
pieces based on traditional Welsh and Scottish 
music as well as seven variations on the Coven¬ 
try Carol. 


• DO you have a favourite? 

I quite like pieces where the 
guitar is played in the style of a 
Balalaika, probably because my 
background is from that part of 
the world. 

• AND do you practise? 

Probably not as much as I 
should, but I will get the guitar 
out most days for a while. If I'm 
working on something I can 
play for hours, often forgetting 
what time of day or night it is. 

You can get quite lost in music. 

• DO you plan to continue 
playing? 

Yes, I enjoy it and people seem 
to enjoy me playing. I'm often 
at the ReLoved restaurant in 
South Street and also play at 
other venues, when asked. I can 
tailor the performance to what¬ 
ever style people would like. 

• AND composing? 

I have just completed a ballet 
for guitar and orchestra, 'Mightier than the 
Sword'working with orchestrator Ian Phillips- 
Kerr. We started working together about a year

ago and the piece runs to about 80 minutes. 

I started with the guitar and wrote pieces for 
other instruments around it. It's dedicated to my 
wife and the theme is the triumph of true, in¬ 
spired art... but I don't expect it to be per¬ 
formed for a long time because it's so 
complicated to get these things funded and or¬ 
ganised.

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Students call for safer crossing 


STUDENTS at Weymouth College have launched 
a campaign to get a zebra crossing installed at 
Cranford Avenue. 

Several of the college’s disabled students and 
wheelchair users got together to arrange a protest 
after they found it increasingly difficult to cross 
the road due to the speed of the vehicles. 

Wheelchair user Jordan Woodward said: “It 
would be so much safer for everyone if there was 
a proper zebra crossing. Cars go by really fast and 
it’s dangerous. We need to use the crossing several 
times each day and worry about doing this.” 

Weymouth College students were joined by stu¬ 
dents from Westfield Arts College and St John’s 
Primary School, who all use the road crossing at 
Cranford Avenue. 

Nigel Evans, Interim Principal of Weymouth 
College, said: “We need a zebra crossing, but as a 
temporary measure, until that’s achieved, if Dorset 
County Council want to ensure no one gets badly 
injured, we need big signs making motorists more 
aware that people are crossing and they need to go 
more slowly. It would be tragic if we had to wait 
until someone is injured in an accident before any¬ 
thing is done to make the crossing safer.” 

Headteacher of St John’s primary School 
Amanda Aze added: “I think it is really important 
that children are able to get to and from school as 
safely as possible and anything that can be done 
to achieve this would be brilliant. 

“It would be fantastic if the outcome of this 
would be to get a zebra crossing installed but at 
best some road signage to warn motorists there are 
children crossing would be great.” 

Up until last year there was a crossing patroller 
(lollipop man) in place to help pupils cross, but 
was not replaced when they retired. 

And Dorset County Council said the traffic flow 
was not a concern and after conducting a recent 
traffic survey found cars stopped for pedestrians. 

Rob Camp, road safety officer for Dorset County 
Council, said: “We recently completed the latest 
of several surveys outside the college to see if a 
School Crossing Patrol (lollipop lady/man) was 
needed, but the score was well below the require¬ 
ment. Most drivers stopped for the parents and 
children when they crossed, although there were 
plenty of available gaps in traffic flow anyway.

“We have not received a formal request for a 
zebra crossing at the location at this time. We ask 
that all requests for pedestrian crossings are chan¬ 
nelled through the appropriate town or parish 
council. If your council supports the proposal, we 
ask that they contact us directly. 

“Residents can visit https://www.dorsetfor 
you.com/travel-dorset/roads-and-driving/road-in- 
formation/traffic-management/traffic-lights-and- 
crossings/pedestrian-crossings/requests for more 
information.” 

Councillors Ian Roebuck and Cathy Page-Nash 
were also at the protest and will be taking the cam¬ 
paign forward to press Dorset County Council to 
take action.

New electoral boundaries 
approved by Parliament 


NEW electoral boundaries for 
Dorset County Council have been 
approved by Parliament after an 
independent review. 

The Local Government Bound¬ 
ary Commission for England pub¬ 
lished its final recommendations 
for changes to the county’s elec¬ 
toral divisions last September fol¬ 
lowing an eight-week public 
consultation. 

The new boundaries have now 
been made law by an order of Par¬ 
liament and will come into effect 
at the next county council elec¬ 
tions in May 2017. 

The changes mean Dorset voters 
will elect 46 county councillors - 
one more than at present. 

Dorset will be divided into 40 
county council areas called divi¬ 
sions, a reduction from the current 
42. 


Six of these divisions - Bridport, 
Dorchester, Ferndown, Gilling¬ 
ham, Verwood and West Moors - 
will each be represented by two 
councillors. 

Two-councillor divisions have 
around twice the average number 
of voters and mean people can be 
represented fairly, without split¬ 
ting communities in two. The 
other 34 divisions will each be 
represented by an individual 
county councillor. 

Councillor Robert Gould, the 
Leader of the county council, 
said: “We are grateful to everyone 
who took the time to give their 
views during the boundary re¬ 
view. 

“By taking part they have 
helped to make sure that local 
people are represented fairly and 
in a way that reflects the changing 


make-up of our communities.” 

As well as representing local 
people from their own divisions, 
county councillors have a shared 
responsibility for council services 
provided to the 418,000 Dorset 
residents and a total budget of 
£613million.

Reviews of electoral boundaries 
are done periodically to make sure 
that the number of voters repre¬ 
sented by each councillor is 
roughly the same. The last review 
of Dorset County Council's 
boundaries was in 2004.

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Flooding causes delays 


TRAFFIC queues stretched from 
Dorchester to the Jurrasic round¬ 
about in Weymouth last Wednes¬ 
day after flooding reduced the 
town's bypass to one lane. 

The on-going problem, on a 
bend running parallel to Weather- 
bury Way, also resulted in a one- 
vehicle crash after the driver hit 
the flood at around 5.30am. It left 
the van, registered in Yeovil, on its 
side. The driver escaped with only 
minor injuries. 

There were also problems for 
drivers on the road at the other 
end of the bypass, around the 
Monkey Jump roundabout, as 


floodwater rose during the com¬ 
mute to work.

Support for commissioner's plans 
to raise Council Tax to fund police 


DORSET’S Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner has received support from resi¬ 
dents to raise the Policing element of the 
Council Tax to provide extra funding to 
police the county. 

The Commissioner asked whether res¬ 
idents would be prepared to pay an extra 
£3.74 per year (based on a band D 
household) to enable investment in three 
key areas, which include contact with 
the police, such as 101; emerging 
threats, such as cybercrime; and protect¬ 
ing vulnerable people by tackling do¬ 
mestic abuse and child sexual 
exploitation. 

More than 4,000 residents shared their 
views during a three-week consultation, 
with four out of five people voting in 
favour of a rise of 1.99 per cent, which 


would generate an extra £1,031,374 in 
revenue. 

Dorset Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner, Martyn Underhill said: “On av¬ 
erage, 82 per cent of residents were 
happy to pay a few more pounds per 
year to support their local force. 

“The Government has cut Dorset Po¬ 
lice by £18million over the last four 
years in real terms and whilst efficien¬ 
cies have been made, it is difficult to ef¬ 
fectively tackle emerging issues with 
shrinking resources and ever growing de¬ 
mand.” 

Mr Underhill added: “The Chief Consta¬ 
ble has formally requested that I raise the 
precept to allow the Force to meet the new 
challenges facing policing. Significantly, 
these challenges mirror what the public 


have told me they want to see delivered. 
Policing requires constant investment to 
allow officers to keep up with ever chanc¬ 
ing techniques being adopted by criminals. 
However, it is also important we balance 
the needs of the police service with the fi¬ 
nancial demands on families in Dorset.” 

Last year the Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner accepted a freeze grant from Gov¬ 
ernment, providing an extra £574,000, 
which meant that the Council Tax could be 
frozen, placing no further financial pres¬ 
sures on Dorset tax payers. 

The PCC will be taking his proposal to 
raise the precept to the Police and Crime 
Panel, a group of 15 councillors and two 
Independent members. 

A final decision will be made and im¬ 
plemented from April 1st. 


Waitrose to expand 


WAITROSE has confirmed that 
it is to expand its second store 
in the county town. 

The company will be moving 
into the vacant building to the 
left of its Poundbury shop in 
the coming weeks after the 
success of 'Little Waitrose' on 
the Duchy of Cornwall develop¬ 
ment. 

Meanwhile talks are still con¬ 
tinuing over an expansion for 


its town centre main store 
which is linked in with the 
Charles Street re-development. 

Work on the Poundbury Wait¬ 
rose is expected to get under¬ 
way in March. 

The building which will be 
used has been pressed into 
service in the past for farmers' 
markets when the weather has 
not been suitable for outside 
trading.

AN exhibition has opened in Dorchester to mark 
the last Regimental charge in battle by the British 
Army. 

Dorset County Museum and The Keep Military 
Museum, in conjunction with the Dorset Yeo¬ 
manry, have assembled a small exhibition to com¬ 
memorate the 100th anniversary of the charge of 
the Queen’s Own Dorset Yeomanry against a 
mixed Turkish and Senussi force in the Egyptian 
Western Desert. The charge routed the enemy and 
was a key element in preventing the Turks and 
their German allies from capturing the Suez canal; 
a vital link with India. 

The highlight of the display will be the painting 
recording the gallantry of the QODY that was 
commissioned from the British, late 19th/early 
20th century military artist, Lady Elizabeth Butler. 


It was paid for by subscriptions from local people. 
After being exhibited in 1917 at the Royal Acad¬ 
emy, it was displayed in most of the major towns 
across Dorset. More than 10,000 people paid 8d 
each to see the painting. 

Today, it normally hangs in the Members’ Com¬ 
mon Room at County Hall and this will be the first 
time for many decades that the people of Dorset 
will have easy access to view this painting with 
such county wide resonance. 

A complementary display of military ephemera 
will be staged at The Keep Military Museum at the 
same time, running until June 2016. 

Dorset County Museum and The Keep Military 
Museum are offering a joint ticket to see both dis¬ 
plays with an individual ticket price saving of 
£1.50.

New home is found for 
talking newspaper team

A NEW home has been 
found for South West 
Dorset Talking News¬ 
paper volunteers. 

The group had to 
leave their base at the 
Portland Town Council 
offices because the 
building has been put 
up for sale. 

The operation is now 
has a new home at the 
Moose Lodge in Chick- 
erell Road, Weymouth 
from where a team of 
more than 50 volunteers 
take turns to record 
items each week for vi¬ 
sually impaired people 
living throughout South 
and West Dorset. 

Their area stretches 
from Lyme Regis to 
Wareham and includes 
Weymouth, Portland, 
Dorchester and sur¬ 
rounding villages. 

The news and maga¬ 
zine items, taken from 
local papers, including 
the View From series, 
are recorded onto com¬ 
puter, edited, and then 
downloaded to memory 
sticks before being 
posted out to around 
120 people. 

“It used to be a lot 
more, up to 500, but im¬ 
provements in technol¬ 
ogy have reduced the 
need for the service,” 
said chair of the group, 
Ann Sawtell. 

“But we do get some 
lovely feedback from 
people who tell us how 
much they enjoy the 
items.” 

Ann’s involvement 
stretches back more 
than a dozen years with 
her being in the chair 
for about five years. 

“When I started we 
used to send the news 
and magazines out on 
cassette tapes, but these 
days the memory sticks 


make the job a lot eas¬ 
ier, especially when it 
comes to copying them. 

“We have up to 39 
minutes of news and 39 
minutes of magazine 
items, recorded by three 
newsreaders and one or 
two technicians with a 
couple of people carry¬ 
ing out the copying. 
Then we have to get 
them to the post office 
to be sent out...the 
whole thing takes two 
or three days,” said 
Ann. 

The group recorded 
its first edition in Janu¬ 
ary 1988 and has of¬ 


fered its service for free 
since then. 

Luckily for the group 
their efforts are appreci¬ 
ated by a number of 
community organisa¬ 
tions with financial 
help from the Rotary, 
Moose and Masons, as 
well as other local 
groups, and with indi¬ 
viduals also making 
donations. 

“We also give talks to 
various clubs and al¬ 
though we don’t ask 
for donations people 
usually like to give us 
something. 

“We also help with 


the draw tickets and 
programmes at Wey¬ 
mouth Carnival so we 
usually get a donation 
from them as well.” 

Volunteers who 
would like to help with 
the service are often 
needed, especially 
those who would like 
to take on the technical 
side and help with the 
copying.
